Colonel Earle Sarles has ap¬ 
proved the plans and designated 
the location for the new Red Cross 
Administration building for Camp 
Anza.

Located on the northeast corner of 
Seventh and B Streets, it will be 
readily accessible to complement 
and visiting troops.

Maj. S. Nelson, 
Ordinance Chief 

Major Nelson, “affable, effer¬ 
vescent young man of 31,” whose 
army career goes back to 1933 
when he was appointed 2nd Lt. in 
Field Artillery. 

Almost half of the past ten 
years he has been in military ser¬ 
vice, and has been on extended 



active duty since August, 1940, 
when he was called to duty as a 
1st Lt., with the newly activated 
2nd Armored Division and was a 
member of the 78th F. A. Bat¬ 
talion. 

While with the 78th he was Bat¬ 
tery Executive, Battery Command¬ 
er, and was on the Battalion Staff. 
He was promoted to Captain in 
March, 1941. He also attended the 
Field Artillery School at Ft. Sill, 
Oklahoma, during that year. 

He was ordered to Washington, 
D. C., in December, 1941, and was 
assigned to duty in the office of 
the Chief of Ordnance and has 
been in the A.S.F. since that time. 
After leaving Washington in April, 
1942, he was at the S.F.P.E., and 
in June, 1942, came to the L.A. 
P.E. where he set up and organiz¬ 
ed the Port Ordnance Office. In 
August of the same year he was 
assigned as the Commanding Offi¬ 
cer of the Fontana Ammunition 
Storage Point (now the Rialto Am¬ 
munition Backup Storage Point) 
which installation he organized and 
operated until April, 1943. He was 
promoted to Major, Field Artillery, 
in March of this year. From April 
through June he was on duty in 
the Port Ordnance Office and in 
July came to Camp Anza as the 
officer in charge of the Ordnance 
section. 

Although Major Nelson has 
found the work in the ASF most 
interesting, his desire has been, 
and always will be to get back 
with the half-tracks and the 150 
MM Howitzers of the Armored 
Force.

possible a more expanded program 

and every type of service will be 

available. 

These services are as varied as 
human problems can be, and go 
far beyond the limits of Camp 
Anza. Our Red Cross staff can 
perform all the Red Cross services 
needed here, but the National 
Organization has many other helps 
for the servicemen. They include 
the preparation of packages for 
prisoners of war, emergency kits 
for shipwrecked mariners, and 
ditty bags, the establishment of 
blood donor centers, and the pro¬ 
duction of millions of surgical 
dressings for military use. 

The American National Red 
Cross enrolls nurses for the Re¬ 
serve Army Corps, clears messages 
about persons in the war affected 
areas, and serves the patients in 
all military hospitals by employing 
social, recreation, and psychiatric 
workers. 

Moreover, the Red Cross aids in 
the location of servicemen whose 
parents or relatives have not heard 
from them because of war condi¬ 
tions, and has established many 
clubs overseas for troops on leave.
